The hot weather of the past few 
days is not very* pleasant to city 
dwellers, but tin* farmers are glad 
to s«*e it. for it means death to 
th«* boll weevil, since the weevil 
cannot stand many days with th** 
thermometer up to the boiling 
point. 
Th«* thermometer has reg­ 
istered 100 to 105 in the shade 
this week, which means about 150 
in tin* sun.

TO THE PEOPLE OF TEXAS: 


A community of interest prevails between 


the railroads and the people. Unless the people 


nrosper the railroads cannot hope to prosper. 


On the other hand, unless the railroads are per- 


mitted to earn sufficient money to give good 


service, the people cannot enjoy the full meas­ 


ure of prosperity.

The operating expenses of railroads affects 


the public just as much as the taxes they pay. 


In one instance the taxes are collected by pub 


lie officials; in the other instance the rates fixed 


by public officials are collected by the railroads.

Therefore, 


the higher the operating expenses, taxes, and 


personal injury payments, the higher must be 


the rates the people have to pay. 


It is the sincere desire of the managers of 


the Texas railroads to give the public good ser­ 


vice, and at the least possible cost to you.
